Suffragists Tackle 
New Problem 


BY ED. L. KLEEN 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
London. July 12 (By mail to New 
Y o r k )- W hile bishops and legisla­ 
tors and professional philanthropists 
are discussing what should be done 
about the “ war ballies.'* the problem 
has been tackled in practical fashion 
by Sylvia Pankhurst and her form­ 
erly unterrified band of East London 
suffragettes. 
Already “ war babies’’ have begun 
to arrive In this section of the me­ 
tropolis by the hundreds, many of 
them the 
children 
of 
“ unmarried 
wived” of soldiers now serving their 
country in Flanders or the Dardan­ 
elles 
So far as possible these chil­ 
dren and their mothers are being car­ 
ed for by the women whose principal 
activities a year ago were smashing 
windows. 
Sylvia and her co-w orkera 
started their war relief work In the 
East End almost Immediately after 
hostilities opened. 
“When the war broke out,” said 
Miss Pankhurst today, “the o file es of 
the East London Federation of Suff­ 
ragists were about to take a brief va 
cation after a period of very strenu­ 
ous work, but th** war cancelled all 
arrangements, and our labors were at 
once 
increased 
tenfold. 
Soldiers 
wives, soldiers’ mothers, and women 
thrown out of 
employment 
came 
flocking to us and crowded our of­ 
fices in a constant stream. 
We open­ 
ed distress bureaus In Bow, Bromley, 
Poplar and latir In Canning Town. 
Here we made, and still make, it our 
business to secure as quickly as pus 
Bible from the various agencies con­ 
cerned separation 
allowances 
und 
pensions for soldiers’ and sailors' de 
pendants, work or relief for the un­ 
employed, and higher relief necessi­ 
tated by war prices for tints** already 
assisted under the Poor Law. 
“ Within three days of the outbreak 
of war we started a free milk depot 
for babies, who were brought to us 
often literally at their last gap for 
lack of the mother's milk that had 
ceased because of lier privations, or 
the cow s milk that there was no 
money to buy. 
Doctoring and nun* 
lug tare were Imperative, and soon 
our free milk centers had develop* I 
into regular mother-and-bahy clin ­ 
ics 
These undoubtedly have been 
the means of saving hundreds of ba­ 
by lives which In this time of slau gh ­ 
ter on lite battlefields are of even 
more vital importance to th*: nation 
than before. 
"But we found It Impossible mere­ 
ly to supply milk to the baby when 
the whole family was needing food. 
We decided to attach to our centers 
cheap restaurants, where grown-up 
people, 
especially 
expectant 
and 
nursing mothers, might 
buy 
two- 
course meals for 4 cents and children 
could buy th** same for t wo cents, and 
where we could supply 
free 
rn* als 
wherever It seemed advisable. These 
we call 
cost price’ restaurants, al­ 
though of course, they ar** not self 
supporting, sud never can be with 
food and fuel at war prices. 
We 
choose the name bec a us** we wanted 
one that should not suggest charity. 
“The pressing cry 
of 
workless 
women was for 
employment. 
We 
found work for as many aa we could 
In our restaurants 
cooking, clean­ 
ing, waiting, washing up, and mak­ 
ing Jams from the presents of fruit* 
which our friends most generously 
sent to us during the summer and 
fall. 
T* the women employed in our 
restaurants we pay ten cents an hour. 
At the same time we started giving 
out sewing for the women to do at 
borne, and we also took In some work­ 
ers on our own premises, paying to 
every adult worker a minimum of ten 
cents an hour, or $5 a week. 
“ Then we extended 
the 
employ­ 
ment section and opened a factory 
for the making of garments, boots 
and shoes, and toys. 
Aside from these activities Sylvia 
and her followers have b«**-n ur.ceaa 
ing in their efforts to secure from the 
government better 
working 
condi­ 
tions for women. 
They have made 
repeated visits to the war office and 
other government 
departments 
to 
urge that adult women should not 
be employed at less than ten cents an 
hour on army contracts of othAf work 
subsidized by public funds 
“ And In the m eantime,” she add­ 
ed. “ we are continuing our work of 
education and preparation for votes 
for women; for every day makes it 
more and more apparent that wom­ 
en'! help as enfranchised citizens is 
needed to do the nation's work.”

Inability of England and France to de­ 
velop a strong offensive on the western battle front Is causing 
much unfavorable comment In Russia. 
The Slavs declare they 
are being sacrificed to the continued unpreparedness of their 
nllles and a suggestion is finding fa- or at Uetrograd that a sin­ 
gle hoard of military control be appointed with supreme com­ 
mand over all the allied armies. 
N either France nor E ng­ 
land Is willing to agree to this proposal, which In reality is a 
strong criticism of the reluctance of the western nations to co­ 
ordinate their strategy. 
Lack of coordination, in fact, 
baa 
worked immense damage to the allies during the 
past 
year. 
There continues, however, In London and Paris though 
more 
particularly in London un inatstant demand for freedom of ac­ 
tion. 
N either nation is willing to subordinate its own desir­ 
es for the good of whole, since th a t might result in a disporpor- 
tinnate gain for one ally alone. 
Germany is taking advantage 
In full of the individualism which dominates the allies’ plans. 
The Germans, In this respect have played in great luck. 
The 
fact that England and France m ust content to sit idly by and 
watch Russia now being overrun will unquestionably form one 
of the major criticisms th a t history will pass on the present 
campaign. 
When Russia Is crippled the Anglo-French armies 
may he in a position to develope a combined offensive of their 
own, hut th a t time, they in tu rn can expect no help from the 
Blais. 
The Germans are especially capable of taking advant 
age of their enemy’s lack of m ilitary unity, because a sim ilar 
condition permitted Frederick the Great to win Prussia's seven 
year war against France, A ustria and Russia. 
The triple 
powers allied against Frederick could no more attack in coil­ 
l e n than England, France and Russia are able to do now. F re d ­ 
erick thus was given opportunities to throw- his armies against 
them in tu rn ; while at crucial moments for Prussia Freder­ 
ick’s opponents would suddenly halt 
their 
offensive 
Just as 
France and England are doing now. 
History is repeating it­ 
self, in fact, for Germany's immense and perhaps decisive bene­ 
fit. 
Dirt! ord may be an Inevitable weakness even of coalitions 
fighting for their lives and the present allies may never he able 
to work in unison though this war too lasts seven years.

Much Legislation Wcuid Thus 


Be Passed Without Delay. 


PLAN TO MEET OPPOSITION. 


BIRTH OF A NATION 


Facts About the Declaration of 


Independence. 


SIGNING OF THE DOCUMENT. 


The Last Name, Thomas McKean, to 
Go on th* Precious Parchmsnt Was 
Not Appended Until 1781—The Meck­ 
lenburg and Maryland Declarations. 


Of the fifty six men who filmily af­ 
fixed their slgimt ii tv* to tin* Declara­ 
tion of independence, a document that 
heralded the birth of ii nation, to the 
support of which they pledged their 
lives, their fortunes and their sacred 
honor, none was so old as to lie Ha­ 
llie to a suspicion of senility and 
few ho young that they might be ac­ 
cused 
of 
immaturity 
of Judgment. 
Even John Hancock, rather a roving 
blade and none too si a hie Iii Ills lier 
loyal habits and predilections, was 
thirty-nine years old when the general 
tougresH met in I ((dependence hull. 
Philadelphia, to sit in judgment upon 
the wording of the historical document. 
Tho oldest luau lu the assemblage 
was 
Benjamin 
Franklin, 
then 
six 
mouths past Ids seventieth birthday, 
aud tho youngest was Thomas Lynch, 
Jr., of youth Carolina, who was born 
Aug. Si, 1749, and was therefore a 
month short of being twenty-seven 
years old. 
The first of the signers of the Dec­ 
laration to die lifter the execution of 
the instrument was Button Gwinnett 
of Georgia, who passed away on May 
27 of tile following year. Charles Car­ 
roll of Carrollton, Md., lived the longest 
after the memorable date, lie remain 
ed until Nov. 13, 1S32. 
James Smith of I’eiinsylvanla was 
the only signer w ho livid to a more ad 
vanced age titan Charles Carroll. 
He 
was ninety-six years old when Ids life 
ended on July 11, IWM. 
There were 
thrill others who bccamu nonagena­ 
rians John Adams of Massachusetts, 
who passed away at ninety-one years; 
Willi.im Ellery of R boric I stand, at 
ninety three years, aud Francis Lewis 
of New York, at ninety-one years of 
age. 
The youngest to die was Arthur 
Middleton of South Carolina, who was 
only forty four years old at his demise 
oil Jan. I, 17SN. 
Of the fifty .six signers but seven had 
advanced past tile age of sixty years 
on July 4, 177U. 
Niue were between 
fifty and sixty, there were nineteen 
Intween forty and fifty, the same num­ 
ber, nineteen, between thirty aud for­ 
ty and two below the age of thirty 
years. 
The average age was 43.87 
years. 
But, contrary to popular belief, the 
Declaration of Independence was not 
signed on July 4, 177G. As a m atter of 
fact, tile last signature was not ap 
pended until five years later, in 1781. 
Thomas McKean, a member from Del* 
aware, who had been present on July 
I, 1770, but “a tte n t with the army at 
the general subscription of said instru­ 
ment,” applied for permission to sign. 
Au act was then passed permitting him 
to affix bis signature, ana "In* added 
thereto tile dote of such subscription." 
A h o i lier delegate. Matthew Thornton 
of New Hampshire, who had been 
present at neither the reading on July 
4 nor ut the later dale of general sub­ 
scription, presents*! bls credentials on 
Nov. J. J7T0, aud was permitted to 
sign. 
it was the first reading of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence that occurred 
(Hi July 4, and the tentative draft fire 
seated by tho committee previously ap 
. pointed to draw up such a document 
was a norovi J bv a ll the members 


eld. 
No resolution was passed until 
July IO, when It was "Resolved, That 
tho declaration passed on the 4th bo 
fairly engrossed on parchment, with 
tho title, ete., and that the same, when 
engrossed, Is; signed by every member 
of congress.” 
Tw’o weeks later, the 
engrossing having been didy accom­ 
plished, the members of congress then 
present signed It. 
Another fact Iii connection with the 
Declaration of Independence wide Ii we 
venerate Is th at It is neither tile first 
nor Hie only Declaration of In<1c|>ond* 
once from the rale of Great Britain 
flint was made in her North American 
colonies. 
More than a year before tis* framing 
of Ila* document which wo cherish, on 
May 20, 1775, a convention was held 
at Charlotte, N. 
and an instrument 
declaring freedom from the rule of 
Great; Britain was drawn up and sign­ 
ed. Tills was the famous Mecklenburg 
declaration, tile original of which was 
unfortunately destroyed by fire hi IWM). 
It was reconstructed from nieiftory. 
and this “copy” is stilt preserved. 
Milt even before this the colonies 
wrote a Declaration of Independence. 
The patriots of Harford county, Md., 
gathered themselves together at H ar­ 
ford Town, which is now called Bush. 
on March 22, 1775. 
On the same day 
they prepared and signed a Declara­ 
tion of Independence, probably tin* first 
one ever made by tho colonies or any 
part of them, In formal, written form. 
The document is still !n existence.— 
New York Bun.

Importance to the Man Who Runs a Car

My motor will not throttle down be­ 
low fifteen or twenty miles per hour, 
which is very annoying, as I cannot 
stop with the motor running without it 
sounding as though it was coming out 
of tjie car. 
I recently had the magneto 
changed, but I still have to run on b a t­ 
teries, the magneto firing very irregu­ 
larly. 
How can I remedy this? 
Tho probable cause of this trouble Is 
that yon are not securing a rich enough 
mixture ut low rjleeds. 
If you will 
change tho needle valve adjustment on 
the carburetor, which will provide a 
rich mixture, ami then if necessary 
cut down on the air supply the motor 
should run at low sj»eed. Another pos­ 
sible cause of this trouble is that tho 
spark plug points are so far apart that 
you do not get a good spark until th/* 
motor has sp/*e/l/*d up to such a degree 
that a high current Is generated. Pos­ 
sibly another solution to the problem 
would Im? that you im vc an air leak 
somewhere In tho Intake line. which 
permits too hum a mixture at low 
Hjiood. Go over all Joints In tho Intake 
lim* very carefully ami see thnt there 
ar/* no leaks there. 
A hissing sound 
when the throttle Is ofs-m sl suddenly 
is an Indication of an all* leak in the 
Rita lie. 


Will 
graphite 
grease 
between 
the 
leaves of my front springs keep them 
from squeaking? 
The us/* of graphite grease lief ween 
the leaves of the spring Is very effec­ 
tive in preventing squeaks, and there 
can Im* no |K>Hslble object ion to Its us/* 
for this purpose. 
It Is Intended that 
the leaves of the spring slip freely over 
one another. 


W hat are the advantages and disad­ 
vantages of a transmission in the rear 
axle? 
Engineers in favor of the rear axle 
construction state that this type Is 
more quiet than the others; that the 
rear axle gearset unit, being heavier 
than tin* usual rear axle form, b/jtter 
tMiction is gained by the tires, which 
means less skidding 
Further discus­ 
sion brings out that the rear axle gear­ 
s/'t requires a number of long control 
t/hIh, which the unit with motor and 
amidships construction i1/m*h not coll 
for. 
A longer drive shaft Is possible 
when the gearset is a unit with the 
rear axle, which menus that there Is 
less strain /ai the universals, in the 
opinion of a number of engineers. Ac­ 
cording to another, only one grease re­ 
taining reservoir is necessary, ami this 
statem ent is supplemented by another 
engineer to Hie eftWt that tin* grouse 
contained In tho ease is not thinned by 
the heat of the motor or the muffler 
pljM*. 
With the rear axle typo the 
clutch Is usually accessible. 
One en­ 
gineer, upholding this type, claims that 
in a cert ilia make tim gears of the 
gearset may he removed In a very 
short time by the removal of the ton 
neau ff/ior 1/onrds. 
An advocate of 
unit with motor construction states 
that Iii his construction tho entire 
gearset may Im? lusi*ected and oiled 
without difficulty, whereas with tho 
rear nnxle construction inspection Is 
not easy and lubrication difficult That 
the rear axle with gearset weighs more 
than other types Is brought forward, 
but is argutnl against by one maker, 
who adds that hts rear axle weighs 
hut twenty pounds more than docs the 
ordinary form of rear axle. With tho 
rear axle gearset tho axle sluift must 
be heavy, which Increases tho weight 
on the tires, and it Is st at/si thnt this 
extra weight means greater tiro wear. 
Tho statement Is made thnt tho reur 
axle tyi*o simplifies tho cluissls, hut an 
op/ament brings out thnt the control 
linkage Is not simple aud tho oscilla­ 
tion of tho springs is communicated to 
tho sliding gears, resulting in ludefl 
nile gear locution. 


How can I put a motometer on a ear 
with a hard rubber filler cap? 
In order to drill through the hard 
rubber filler cap the cap must first tm 
soften/si slightly. Tills Is done by plac­ 
ing It In botling water and in*rmlttlng 
It to remain there for about three to 
eight minutes. 
After being removed 
from tho water It can tm drilled with­ 
out fear of cracking. 


W hat is th# formula for connecting 
rod length? 
Then* Is no formula for connecting 
r/Kl length, this lH*lng determined ar­ 
bitrarily. 
As a rule, the connecting 
rial is made about tv loc as long as the 
stroke 
This particular figure lins bos'n 
chosen, because when a connecting rod 
Is made longer than this tho overall 
height of th/* motor becomes tim great, 
adding weight aud Increasing the coat 
of manufacture. 
Increase in connect­ 
ing rial length means greater rec I pro 
cating weight and It Is desirable to 
keep this as small as iKMwlble. 
When 
connecting rials are made much short­ 
er than twice the stroke the angularity 
of the rod when the piston is In the 
center of its travel produces undesir­ 
able pressure on the piston wall. 


How often should the front axle be 
greased? 
You evidently refer to the front 
wheel Imarings. These should he pack 
od with grease every 1.000 miles and 
the steering knuckle and the He rod 
connections oiled every week. 


W hat is the reason for heating the 
mixture before it goes to the cylinders 
for combustion? 
Tho only reason thnt we preheat fuel 
Is to thoroughly vaporize it. 
In other 
words, for a given volume and a given 
mixture a gr/*at amount of heat units 
will ho contained In the cooler charge 
provided thut both arc completely va­ 
porized. 
The reason for this is that 
the heat expands th/* charge, thereby 
permitting a smaller number of units 
of discharge to be contained in a giv­ 
en volume. The fact that some of the 
heat units which would ordinarily be 
lost are returned to actual use by pre­ 
heating the charge is a factor In the 
situation anil does reduce the differ­ 
ence between the two conditions, but it 
is doubtful lf as many heat units would 
be given up In this nfanncr as would 
bo lost by hating a preheated charge. 
The practical side of the question, how­ 
ever, Is one which must Im looked upon. 
With the gasoline that we are now g/ t- 
ting It is necessary to use heated air 
if the best results are to Im attained; 
otherwise the fuel will not be vaporis­ 
ed, especially during col/1 weather. 


How m any teeth are needed for a two 
to ono and two and a half to one ratio? 
The gears should tm such that there 
are twice as many teeth on the large 
gear as there ure on the smull gear, 
la order to get a two to one ratio. For 
a two aud one-half to one there should 
tm two and one-half times os many 
teeth on tim large geur as thoro are on 
the small one. 
Tho ratio may tm ob­ 
tained with an Infinite number of com­ 
binations. 
The size of Hie gearcase 
will determine the size of the gears, 
and then tho shope and distance be­ 
tween teeth must Im found to get the 
number of teeth needed. 


Is th#re any possible way in which I 
can Install a pressure feed oiling sy s­ 
tem on my car? It has a splash system 
at present. 
It might be possible to install this 
pressure feed, hut it would not im nil 
visa hie. 
In the first place, a great 
amount of special engineering work 
would Im required and many new 
[/arts, such as a hollow crankshaft 
and tile pump Itself. 
This would en­ 
tail a great outlay of money which 
would not tm justifiable, because, aft­ 
er the system had been worked out 
ami Installed on the motor, tho under­ 
taking would, In every sense of the 
word. Im an experiment. 
Any trou­ 
bles you may have been having with 
your oiling are probably not due to the 
original design, hut to some local de­ 
fect which has come tip and which can 
probably tm readily cured In a much 
more simple way than by altering the 
entire system. 


Should the clutch be thrown out on 
rough roads? 
The clutch should be thrown out 
and the brake applied slightly when 
deep ruts nro encountered, and many 
drivers make riding easier by period­ 
ically Bitewing the Clute!) on rough 
roods. 
If tho motor will pull slowly 
there Is no reason, however, for throw­ 
ing out the clutch. 


W hat valve timing should one use on 
a two cylinder opposed motor with a 
bore of four and a quarter and a stroke 
of four and a half? 
Since tho valve timing which will 
give Ideal result* for auy given motor 
Is a variable quantity and deimnds 
largely u| m>ii such details as manifold 
design, the only thing which can he 
done I* to give an approximate timing, 
from which you can vary In one direc­ 
tion or the other until you attain the 
t*est results. 
If the cams are already 
made and in the motor you can only 
place them so that the valve openings 
will correspond with those given and 
allow tho closing to take care of itself. 
A fairly average timing which should 
give goo/1 results is as follows: Intake 
valve opens ten degrees after up|M*r 
dead center and closes thirty-five de­ 
grees past lower dead center. Exhaust 
valve opens forty degrees before lower 
center ami closes five degrees past up­ 
per center. 


Does it harm a high tension magneto 
-rth a t ie, w h a rv e car is run by one 


a Tone—to shut of? {fie spark geTng~dowri 
hill and brake with your gears? 
Is this 
the best thing to do on a steep hill? 
And could this harm the cylinders? 
It does not harm a high tension mag­ 
neto to do this, as no mechanical strain 
is put ujK>ri it. and naturally it does 
not generate current when switched 
off. 
The practice of using the motor 
as a brake will not harm the cylinders, 
but It is said to put considerable wear 
on the gears, due to the reversed ac­ 
tion of the reduction—that Is. if the car 
should lie geared four to one when the 
motor is acting as a brake the r/*duc- 
tion acts in an opposite direction and 
becomes one to four. 
. 


How can I stop rattling of scissors 
type shock absorbers without tighten­ 
ing up the bolts until the car rides 
hard? 
To stop rattling of scissors type 
shock absorbers without taking up on 
the bolts until the car Is hard riding. 
Insert two thin rubber disks cut from 
an old tube, on each side of each wood­ 
en washer as furnished.
